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£20,000 bill for 
moving replica 
Titanic anchor 

Moving a replica of the Titanic anchor just a couple of 
miles from the Black Country Living Museum to the town 
where the original was built will cost the council £22,000,. 

Celebrations were being held in Netherton today to 
mark the 16-ton, 18-ft long anchor’s return. 

Dudley Council says the five-figure bill covers the cost of 
transporting and installing the model in the old market 
place near Netherton Arts Centre. 

The authority had already paid out £20,000 towards the 
£40,000 bill for producing the replica, which was made for 
a programme by Twenty Television and screened on 
Channel Four last year. The remainder of the costs were 
covered by the production company. 

Residents have been campaigning for it to come back to 
the town since it was taken and installed at the museum 
last year. 

Council leader Les Jones said: “The money will go 
towards not only the transportation of the anchor but also 
the installation, displaying it properly and making sure it’s 
safe and won’t fall over.” He said the cash would come from 
capital allocations, for example from Central Dudley Area 
Committee and the Dudley Community Partnership. 


Campaign fails as 
fire station to close 

A Black Country fire station will close as part of moves 
to merge it with a neighbouring site. Halesowen station is 
to be axed despite a campaign to save it. 

The merger of the station with Cradley Heath was first 
agreed two years ago but plans were put on hold amid con¬ 
cerns from the public. 

Over the last few months fire service bosses have revived 
the plans with a consultation launched on a new move to 
also axe one of the two 24-hour crews based at both sta¬ 
tions. Campaigners have been urging the fire service to 
retain both stations as they fear the merger would leave 
the area poorly protected in an emergency. 

However, bosses said they were sticking to their original 
plans. Bosses admitted firefighters would be based in 
either the current Cradley Heath fire station, a new rented 
site or a new purpose-built base. 

It is likely the Halesowen station, Hagley Road, could be 
sold off as part of the move. Fire chiefs have also 
announced that a decision over whether to cut the number 
of crews will be taken in November. 

Meanwhile around 160 jobs have been lost at West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service since the start of a recruitment freeze, 
saving the cash-strapped service almost £7 million. 

Action is demanded 
on ‘poisonous gases’ 

People living in Cradley and Foxcote are breathing in 
potentially “poisonous gases” from traffic as pollution 
levels stay high in heavily congested parts of Dudley 
borough, it has been claimed. 

Dudley Council leaders approved a new Air Quality 
Action Plan at a recent meeting of the cabinet. 

But Councillor Gaye Partridge, for the Cradley and 
Foxcote ward, demanded action on the issue. 

“People in my area are dealing with high levels of poison¬ 
ous gases, basically in their living rooms,” she said. 

“I am looking for a commitment from this council that it 
will not sit on its laurels and allow places like Wordsley, 
Cradley and Netherton to be poisoned.” 

Council leader Les Jones is to ask engineers to examine 
re-instating bus lay-bys along busy roads such as Windmill 
Hill in Cradley to cut congestion and gases.

Muslim leaders dismayed and may consider appeal against decision 

BID FOR MOSQUE 
IS THROWN OUT 


Multi-million pound plans for a 
mosque and community centre 
along a busy gateway in the Black 
Country have been thrown out 
amid protests from thousands of 
campaigners. 

But the door has been left open for 
Dudley Muslim Association to draw up 
a revised plan and it has been given an 
extra three years to submit another 
application. 

It would have been built on the former 
Nuttall factory site in Hall Street, under the 
controversial £6 million plans, which were 
scaled down by the association in a bid to 
appease protestors. 

The complex would include leisure facili¬ 
ties, open to non-Muslims, as well as two 
cafes, a multi-use sports hall, a gym, a 
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nursery and a permanent exhibition of 
Muslim beliefs. But Dudley Council plan¬ 
ners threw out the proposals on Monday 
night, claiming the development would be 
out of character with the medieval features 
of the town including Dudley Castle. 

Parking 

Concerns over traffic problems and the 
possibility of increased parking issues were 
also raised. Speaking after the meeting 
committee chairman, Councillor Colin 
Wilson, said the people of Dudley would 
have been “dismayed and disillusioned” had 
the proposals gone through. 

However, the association was successful 
in applying to extend the time limit to 
submit another planning application on the 
land within the next three years. 

Spokesman Mushtaq Hussain said the 


organisation would not rule out appealing 
the rejection. 

Police patrolled outside Dudley Council 
House as the plans were discussed in front 
of around 20 people in the public gallery. 

A petition of more than 7,000 signatures 
was handed in during the meeting. The 
legal bill to halt plans for the mosque has 
cost the council £58,378.50. Three petitions 
opposing it attracted up to 80,000 signa¬ 
tures. 

Dudley Muslim Association leaders 
spoke of their “disappointment” after the 
development was thrown out. 

Director Mushtaq Hussain said: “We are 
very disappointed with the refusal because 
we had discussions with planners from 
January onwards and at no stage did they 
actually disagree with the design. 

“If we had known at that stage then we 
would have taken appropriate action to go 


along with whatever they wanted. It is back 
to the drawing board. 

“The board will now consider whether we 
will register an appeal or revise the applica¬ 
tion.” 

Councillors expressed concerns that staff 
along with a projected 750 worshippers 
would overwhelm the proposed 125-space 
car park. 

Gateway 

Committee member Councillor Margaret 
Wilson, said the site was at the “gateway to 
Dudley” and would not be “in keeping” with 
the character of the area. 

Councillor Geoffrey Southall, a fellow 
committee member, said the development 
would have a “negative contribution” to the 
area. But councillors agreed to allow the 
association another three years to devise 
another plan.

Horse 

scheme 

extended 

A trial which gave police the power 
to round up stray horses from the 
streets of a Black Country borough 
blighted by the roaming animals looks 
set to be extended for a further six 
months. 

Around 45 horses have been col¬ 
lected in the Dudley borough since 
April. 

Dudley Council is paying the police 
an undisclosed sum to seize strays 
which are then taken outside the 
Black Country to be rehomed. 

Council bosses said the trial had 
been successful and it is in discussions 
to continue the service until the end of 
the financial year. A special action 
group has also been set up to consider 
a long-term solution. 

An agreement between Dudley 
Council and police over how to tackle 
the issue was drawn up in April after 
council officers uncovered a law dating 
back to the mid-1800s clarifying 
responsibility. 

Hundreds of reports of animals 
roaming the streets in Pensnett, 
Brockmoor, Kingswinford and Coseley 
have been logged with Dudley Council 
this year. 

A council spokesman, who was 
advised to remain anonymous by 
police, said: “Dudley Council is com¬ 
mitted to resolving the ongoing 
problem of horses left to illegally graze 
by irresponsible owners. 

“We are currently in discussions 
with our service provider about con¬ 
tinuing the service for the remainder 
of the financial year.” 

Police campaign to 
target young drivers 

Police covering the Wyre Forest dis¬ 
trict have launched a safety campaign 
aimed at young drivers, who are 
responsible for almost a third of all col¬ 
lisions on local roads. 

The dangers of texting or speaking 
on the phone while at the wheel are 
among the messages police are driving 
home. 

West Mercia Police say figures from 
their Safer Roads Partnership show 
31 per cent of all collisions in Worces¬ 
tershire, Herefordshire and Shrop¬ 
shire involve drivers aged 17-24. 
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£47,000 for groups 


Nearly 90 voluntary groups have 
received a share of more than £47,000 
funding from Dudley Council to 
support activities for adults and 
promote community events. 

The authority has provided the 
cash to 89 groups as part of its small 
grants scheme for the year. 

A total of £47,120 has been allocated 
among the organisations with grants 
ranging from £200 to £1,367. The 


scheme is aimed at groups which 
promote independence and inclusion 
and which work to extend services to 
people with disabilities and the elderly. 

Among the groups to have received 
cash are the Insight Carers Cafe, in 
Brierley Hill and Dudley Deaf Sports 
and Social Club. The Coach House 
Community Arts and Crafts Centre, 
in Stourbridge, has also received a 
grant under the scheme. 


Glaucoma support 


A new support group for people in 
Wyre Forest who are suffering from 
glaucoma has been set up. 

The first two meetings of the Worces¬ 
tershire Glaucoma Support Group 
were hailed as a success and organis¬ 
ers say they now plan to hold meetings 
across the county. The next meeting 
will be on September 23 between 
2.30pm and 5pm at the Corn Exchange 
at Kidderminster Town Hall. 


The group is led by Tarun Sharma, 
consultant ophthalmologist at 
Worcestershire Acute Hospitals NHS 
Trust who specialises in glaucoma. 

He said: “The support group pro¬ 
vides patient-to-patient interaction 
and networking which can help 
people feel less isolated and dis¬ 
tressed.” 

The meeting is free to go along to 
and anyone is welcome to attend. 


Two pubs are closing 
down every day in UK 


Two pubs are closing in Britain every day, hit by tax 
increases, cheap supermarket promotions and lack of support 
for licensees. 

A study by the Campaign for Real Ale found huge numbers of pubs 
which are “tied” to a company - so-called pubcos - are closing. But 
non-tied pubs have actually seen a rise. Camra said part of the 
problem was that tied pub licensees were prevented from buying beer 
on the open market, having to pay up to 45 per cent more than their 

competitors.

has fallen by 3,216 since 
2008 as the large pub com¬ 
panies have failed to 
support their licensees 
through tough times,” a 
new report states. 

“The positive news, 
reflected in the Good Beer 
Guide, is that the number 
of free-of-tie pubs actually 
increased in number by 
425 over the same period.” 

Scores of pubs in 
Staffordshire and the West 
Midlands have called last 
orders in the last year. 

Struggling Stafford¬ 
shire-based Punch Taverns 
said earlier this year it was 
offloading almost 3,000 
sites to help tackle debts of 
more than £3 million. 


Man, 38, hit 
landlord with 
a bar stool 


A painter and decorator punched a Stour¬ 
bridge pub landlord before smashing him twice 
around the back of the head with a bar stool. 
Regular Mark Silk attacked Scott Bytheway in a 
row over his girlfriend. 

Silk believed Mr Bytheway was trying it on 
with his girlfriend, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. He was sentenced to nine months in 
prison, suspended for two years, last week. The 
38-year-old was also ordered to do 200 hours 
unpaid work and pay court costs of £500. 

The court heard the attack followed a previous 
bust-up at the Old Dial pub after Mr Bytheway 
offered Silk’s girlfriend a job there. 

On that occasion Silk, a regular at the pub in 
Audnam for five years, grabbed Mr Bytheway by 
the collar and pushed him against a wall shout¬ 
ing: “If you want her - have her”. 

Misunderstanding 

Then on April 30, when Mr Bytheway tried to 
tell Silk there had been a misunderstanding and 
that he was not interested in his girlfriend, the 
defendant struck him before hitting him with the 
bar stool. 

The victim suffered a bruised eye and a cut on 
the back of his head that needed five stitches. 
Silk, of Ashwood Avenue, Wordsley, pleaded 
guilty to causing actual bodily harm. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcher, defending, told the court 
Silk was a “decent man” who regretted his 
actions. 

He said Silk had misread the situation and 
lashed out because he was worried Mr Bytheway 
was going to hit him. He also said his client was 
now paying for anger management sessions. 

“The red mist descended and he lost himself for 
a few short moments,” he said. 

Judge Helen Hughes said: ■'‘Had you simply 
punched Mr Bytheway that would have been bad 
enough but then to pick up a chair and hit him on 
the head - that takes the offence into another 
category.” 


Dispute 

Last month Marston’s 
was forced to back down in 
a dispute over rising rates 
at The Folly Inn, a thriving 
pub near Bridgnorth. 

The pub had been due to 
close at the end of August 
but bosses reviewed 
charges and it was saved at 
the 11th hour. 

Roger Protz, of the Good 
Beer Guide, said: “While 
many tied publicans strug¬ 
gle in the face of high rents 
and excessive beer prices, 
free-of-tie owners are 
faring better with the 
ability to offer greater beer 
choice, lower prices and a 
better pub environment.” 
Camra called on the Gov¬ 
ernment to introduce free 
market reforms to help 
save the nation’s pubs.

Hundreds of cannabis plants worth 
up to £500,000 have been discovered 
filling the restaurant and back rooms 
of a former curry house in Dudley 
town centre. 

Forensic teams were were at the 
empty former Shah-Ra Balti in 
Wolverhampton Street, near the junc¬ 
tion with Southall’s Lane, after offi¬ 
cers discovered the factory. 

Sgt John Carey said initial esti¬ 
mates put the quantity at around 500 
plants — each with a yield of around 
£ 1 , 000 . 

“It was a fairly sophisticated opera¬ 
tion,” he said. “They had insulated the 
walls and blocked the windows to 
keep heat in and stop passers-by from 
spotting what was going on.” 

Upstairs a crop had already been 
harvested and the leaves were being 
dried ready to be bagged and sold. 

Sgt Carey said officers believe 


anyone at the building may have been 
disturbed and fled as they left the door 
unlocked and they were able to get in 
without forcing entry. 

Traders last week spoke of their 
shock. Fazie Kousar, aged 27, works 
in Safety Net Accident Claims nearby. 
“It’s a real shock - that place has been 
closed up and empty for a long time 
and we have never noticed anything 
unusual going on,” she said. 

Shock 

A member of staff at Burgins News 
nearby, who did not wish to be named, 
said they had arrived at around 
4.30am and got “the shock of their 
lives”. “As far as we were concerned 
the building was derelict and boarded 
up. We never noticed anything,” he 
said. “All the customers who have 
come in have commented on it and 
said how surprised they are.” 


£54,000 
for thefts 
ofcovers 

Metal thieves have plundered 120 
drain covers in six months from 
streets in Dudley leaving taxpayers 
with a bill of up to £54,000. 

Dudley Council said most of the 
thefts had happened in recent weeks 
as raiders try to cash in on the rising 
price of scrap metal. 

It can cost up to £450 to repair and 
replace a cast iron cover depending on 
how much damage is caused by the 
thieves. 

The authority is worried the open 
holes left behind by thieves could pose 
a safety risk. It is looking at replacing 
the stolen metal grids with ones made 
out of alternative materials to deter 
raiders from taking them to sell for 
scrap. 

It follows a spate of thefts in 
Wolverhampton where 30 covers were 
taken in two weeks. 

Cabinet member for transport, 
Councillor Patrick Harley, said today: 
“Like many other local authorities we 
have experienced an increase in the 
number of reported thefts of drain 
covers.” 

Anyone finding a drain without a 
cover is asked to call 0300 555 2345. 

Changes to 
food labelling 

The “sell-by” date on food packag¬ 
ing is to be removed in a bid to cut the 
£12 billion of good food which ends up 
in the bin. 

Food packaging should now only 
carry “use by” or “best before” dates, 
with “sell by” and “display until” 
labels currently also used by super¬ 
markets being removed. “Use by” 
labels should only be used where the 
food could be unsafe to eat after that 
date, while “best before” dates should 
indicate the product is no longer at its 
best but is still safe to consume, the 
advice states. 

Foods likely to require a “use by” 
date include soft cheese, smoked fish 
and ready meals, while biscuits, jams, 
pickles, crisps and tinned foods will 
only need a “best before” label. 

An estimated 5.3 million tons of 
still-edible food is thrown away each 
year, costing the average family £680 
a year.

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MP in bid 
to block 
merger 

An MP has launched a last-ditch 
campaign to halt plans to merge two 
Black Country fire stations. Hale¬ 
sowen and Cradley Heath fire sta¬ 
tions could be closed and replaced by a 
new single station. 

One of the two 24-hour-a-day crews 
would be axed as part of the proposals 
unveiled by West Midlands Fire 
Service. Halesowen and Rowley Regis 
MP James Morris has launched a peti¬ 
tion, saying he was standing “side-by- 
side” with residents in opposition to 
the plans. 

The petition states: “We, the under¬ 
signed, call for West Midlands Fire 
Service to reconsider both the decision 
to merge Halesowen and Cradley 
Heath fire stations and the proposal 
to reduce the number of fire engines 
from two to one.” 

Mr Morris attended recent consul¬ 
tation meetings held in both towns 
arranged by the fire service to discuss 
the plans with residents. “I am not in 
favour of these plans and will be 
standing side-by-side with local resi¬ 
dents against them,” he said. 

“I am urging local people right 
across Halesowen and Rowley Regis 
to sign up to the petition to indicate 
their opposition.” 

He added that he will be lobbying 
both the fire minister and West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service to look again at the 
proposals for the sites in Mace Street, 
Cradley Heath, and Hagley Road, 
Halesowen. Fire chiefs have said 
there will be no compulsory redun¬ 
dancies for firefighters. 

But they have added redundancies 
for backroom staff could not be ruled 
out.

America

is schoolmates since he left in 1966. But he said he still recognised 
some of his friends - even though many were looking “older and greyer”. 

He said: “I think it’s a reflection of the great camaraderie and spirit 
that the school had. I think people are curious to see what others are 
up to now, and we are all doing such different things far and wide.” 

Mr Cooper was tracked down on Facebook by Jeff Deakin, aged 62, a 
retired education officer who spent most of his career in Lincolnshire.

New lay 
ministers 
appointed 

More than 60 new lay ministers 
have been appointed by the Bishop of 
Worcester in a special ceremony. 

The authorised lay ministers will 
serve at churches across Dudley and 
Worcestershire. 

They were commissioned by Bishop 
John Inge during a service at Worces¬ 
ter Cathedral on September 11. 

They will work as part of the min¬ 
istry teams in the parishes, support¬ 
ing their vicars and lay readers. 

All have completed a year-long 
course to work as volunteers in their 
parishes as pastoral workers, in 
helping to lead acts of worship, in 
sharing their faith with others, as 
children’s and youth workers or as 
parish administrators. 

Dr Inge said the scheme created an 
“exciting new form of ministry”. 

He said: ■'‘Sometimes people try to 
suggest that the church’s ministry is 
in decline but, in fact, the commis¬ 
sioning of so many people to it mean 
that there are now more people offer¬ 
ing authorised ministry in the 
Diocese of Worcester than ever 
before.” It is the 2nd year the courses 
have run and there are now over 250 
authorised lay ministers working 
across the diocese. 

Homes plan for 
gas works site 

More than 140 homes could be built 
on the site of the former Dudley gas 
works under plans recently unveiled. 

They show a mixture of apartments 
and houses which would be con¬ 
structed on land running alongside 
Dudley Southern Bypass. The land 
has already been cleared of hazardous 
chemicals left behind by the gas 
works which date back to 1850. 

It finally shut in the 1980s with the 
remaining buildings demolished in 
the last five years to prepare the land 
for the proposed development. 

Housing giant Taylor Wimpey is 
behind the scheme which will create a 
new estate at land off Constitution 
Hill, near the Flood Street car park. 

In a design and access statement 
submitted with the plans, the con¬ 
struction firm states the development 
will consist of 147 homes made up of 
one to four bedroom houses and two 
bedroom apartments. 

A public garden space will be 
planted on the site with an “urban 
square” created as a focal point its 
centre.

Local pubs have 
a special brew 


The Falcon - Willenhall 


Forget pool tables, fruit 
machines and loud music - 
the way to become an award 
winning pub is to focus on 
your beer. 

That is the advice from staff at 
the Beacon Hotel in Sedgley, 
near Dudley, which ha s been 
named as one of the top 16 pubs 
in the country. 

The accolade was revealed by 
judges at the Campaign for Real Ale 
(Camra) which has launched the 
39th edition of its popular Good Beer 
Guide. 

The guide features descriptions of 
the top 4,500 real ale pubs in Britain 
with information about the beer, the 
history of the building and facilities 
for families. 

The guide also has a section listing 
the country’s real ale breweries and 
it is 20 pages longer than last year to 
account for the new breweries. 

Alex Marchant, general manager 
of the Beacon Hotel in Bilston Street, 
says the beer from its brewery draws 
in drinkers from around the world. 

“To be announced as one of the top 
16 pubs in the country is a big acco¬ 
lade,” she says. 

Popular 

“We have some guest beers but our 
Ruby Mild is very popular and 
recently we had someone from 
America visit us to give it a try.” 

In the guide the pub is described as 
a “classic, beautifully restored Victo¬ 
rian tap house and tower brewery, 
the home of Sarah Hughes ales. The 
heart of this atmospheric, popular 
pub is the small island server with 
hatches serving the central corridor 
and a small cosy snug, and the large 
panelled main room. Off the corridor 
is a traditional bench tapped room 
and a family room with access to a well-equipped 
garden and play area.” 

The Beacon Hotel has also won Camra’s Dudley 
and South Staffordshire Pub of the Year title for the 
last four years, as well as National Pub of the Year 
runner-up 2010. 

Alex adds: “We focus on the beer and not gimmicks 
like games machines, pool tables and music — and it 
seems to work for us. Now we are keeping our fingers 
crossed to see if we are announced Pub of the Year 
2012, which will be revealed in the New Year.” 

Discerning 

New research from Camra shows that almost 
5,500 beers are now in regular production across 
Britain. With 99 new breweries opening in the past 
12 months taking the national total to 840 - and 
Staffordshire has been listed as the seventh highest 
brewing county with 182 beers being made in 19 
breweries. 

Roger Protz, Camra’s Good Beer Guide editor, 
says: “The choice and diversity of beer in Britain is 
literally staggering, and in reality, if one hardy soul 
was to attempt the challenge of sampling every beer 
produced in Britain, including seasonal offerings, 
you’re going to be looking at an estimated 25 year 
stretch. 

“Such a range is exactly what discerning beer 
drinkers expect in the current climate, and in spite of 
economic difficulties and pub closures, Britain’s pio¬ 
neering brewers are more than rising to the chal¬ 
lenge.” 



AS the flagship real ale pub in Willen¬ 
hall, the Falcon has featured in the 
Good Beer Guide for a number of 
years. 

The pub, on Gomer Street West, 
was local Camra pub of the year from 
2005 to 2007 and was joint winner in 
2009. 

Boasting seven well priced beers 
the pub has been run by Mick Taylor 
for the last 27 years and has estab¬ 
lished a strong local following. 

Mick says: “It the great real ale 
served at a good price, as well as the 
friendly staff, that bring people into 
the pub. 

“I don’t serve food but I’m happy 
for people to bring in a sandwich if 
they want to have a bite to eat while 
supping on their pint.” 

Built in 1936 the pub has two rooms 
- a lively bar and quieter lounge - and 
is home to a popular darts and crib 
team. 

“Our sports teams meet on a 
Monday night but there used to be a 
time when we would have darts every

night of the week along with crib and 
dominoes,” says Mick. 

“The change to opening hours has 
affected things and I would say our 
busiest time of the day is from 4pm to 
8pm when people are leaving work and 
want a drink before they get home.” 


Uxbridge Arms - Chasetown 


BEING listed in the Good Beer Guide 
has helped put the Uxbridge Arms on 
the real ale drinkers map. 

Owner Tim Jones says they regu¬ 
larly get ‘tickers’ visit the pub, who go 
to places in the guide and then tick 
them off, marking the date and time 
they visited. 

The guide says: “Up to four guest 
ales and two real ciders greet weary 
travellers in this busy corner pub and 
Guide regular. 

Sport is popular here with bowls, 
darts and football teams, and in the 
bar there is bar billiards and a large 
screen showing sport.” 

Tim took over the Church Street 
pub 30 years ago and says he has 
seen a lot of changes. “The pub dates 
back to at least the 1850s and it was 
the main drinking place for the local 
mining cottages,” he says. 

“When I first took over the pub we 
used to open for a couple of hours at 
lunchtime and then 7pm to 10.30pm 
and you would always have a lot of 
people in. 

“Now that pubs are open from

lunchtime the numbers are spread 
out.” 

The pub also has 80 malt whiskies 
and 20 varieties of wine. 

Last Sunday they hosted a treasure 
hunt at the pub to raise money for the 
Air Ambulance. 


The Court House - Dudley I The Station - Codsall 


OPENING in 2009 as a specialist real 
ale pub, the Court House has already 
built up a good reputation. 

The building was acquired by Black 
Country Traditional Inns in 2009 when 
it underwent an extensive refurbish¬ 
ment. 

The guide says: “The regular beers 
come from the company’s own 
brewery accompanied by a wide 
range of guest ales, and a regular 
offering of dark beer.” 

It goes on to say that cider 
drinkers are also well catered for with 
a choice of Thatchers Traditional and 
Heritage regularly available, and either 
Cheddar Valley or Black Rat as a 
guest. 

The New Street pub, which serves 
meals at lunchtimes, has a small snug 
and a function room. 

Licensee Dawn O’Neill says being 
listed in the guide means they are 
contacted by drinkers who are keen to 
do real ale pub crawls. 

“We have a variety of people visit 
the pub from all backgrounds and a 
cross section of ages,” says Dawn,

who runs the pub with her husband 
Mike. 

“The pub has a relaxed atmosphere 
and being listed in the guide means 
we get calls from people who are 
planning pub crawls and want to try 
some of our real ale.” 


WITH trains pulling up outside the 
window, the Station pub has a unique 
atmosphere. 

The restored Grade II listed building 
sits on the platform of a working 
station on the Wolverhampton to 
Shrewsbury line. 

With a lounge, snug and conserva¬ 
tor there is plenty of space for 
drinkers to relax with a pint and admire 
the displays on the walls of railway 
memorabilia. 

Staff serve three frequently chang¬ 
ing guest beers and the pub’s annual 
beer festival in August includes a 
range of 10 real ales and two ciders. 

However, manager John Thacker 
says their usual beer festival has been 
put back to April next year. 

“We have a lot of customers in the 
pub who like their real ale and will be 
looking forward to the festival next 
year,” he says. 

“Since opening in 1999 the pub has 
become an award winner and it is very 
popular with locals.” 

The pub serves food and has a 
patio at the back which overlooks the

passing trains. John adds: “Being on 
the railway platform is a unique 
feature of the pub and we often get 
people getting off the trains and 
coming straight into the pub - they 
look forward to it after a hard day at 
work.” 


Appeal on 
bank cash 
in Iceland 


A landmark appeal which 
will decide how much Wyre 
Forest District Council will 
get back from millions of 
pounds invested in Ice¬ 
landic banks has started. 

The authority invested 
£9 million in the banks 
and has been able to reclaim 
just over a third since they 
collapsed over two years 
ago. 

Bosses at the council have 
repeatedly stated they are 
confident they will get most 
of the money back as it has 
been allocated priority 
status, meaning it should 
receive a return of 90p for 
every £1 invested. 

But bond holders in the 
banks are challenging this 
for a second time and a 
hearing has begun at the 
Icelandic Supreme Court. 

A verdict is un unlikely 
until later in the year. 

Wyre Forest District 
Council leader Councillor 
John Campion said: “We are 
at the mercy of the Icelandic 
legal system and are 
waiting to hear what is hap¬ 
pening.” 

If the bond holders’ 
appeal is successful, the 
council will not be able to 
claim back as much as it 
hoped. 

More drain 
covers taken 

Metal thieves have stolen 
270 drain covers from 
streets in Worcestershire in 
nine months, new figures 
reveal. 

There has been a spate of 
thefts in recent weeks 
including a raid in Wood- 
field Lane in Ombersley, 
near Kidderminster where 
three grids were taken 
overnight. 

Police are now asking for 
the public’s help in trying to 
catch the culprits by report¬ 
ing any suspicious behav¬ 
iour. 

Insp Janet Heritage said 
the cost of replacing covers 
runs into thousands of 
pounds. In May more than 
60 drain covers worth 
£18,000 were taken during 
a single night from streets 
around Stourport.

Up to 1,000 pupils and staff of a 
Stourbridge school turned out to 
reminisce about their time in the 
classroom, as it looks set to be 
demolished after standing for 
almost a century. 

The get-together for those who went 
to the old Longlands and Brook Street 
School was organised as the building, 
which until last month was used by 
Stourbridge College, is set to be sold off 
with a chance the site could be used for 
housing. 

The school first opened in 1912 when it 
was known as Brook Street School. 

In July 1955 the school name was 
changed from Brook Street Secondary 
Modern School to Longlands County Sec¬ 
ondary School with 680 pupils on the roll. 

An extension to the building which 
housed a gym and library was opened the 


next year. The establishment became 
known as Longlands School in 1976. 

It shut its doors in the early 1990s before 
being brought back into use by the college. 

However, the site closed for good last 
month with creative arts staff and students 
transferring to a new £12 million complex 
in Brierley Hill. 

Stourbridge College is set to sell off the 
site to raise funds for future building proj¬ 
ects. 

Classrooms 

Those who went along were able to have 
a look around the building and see some of 
their former classrooms as well as the old 
school hall. 

Among those who turned out were a 
couple who met at the school who now live 
in Dubai and a man now living in Canada. 

Marjorie Timmins, nee Sheriff, left the 
school in 1941. The 83-year-old said: “I have 
fond memories, it was a very good school, 
but I think the building is looking a bit 


tired.” Tom Edwards, 81, from Wollaston, 
went to the school from 1940 onwards. 

“I had a great time at school,” he said, 
adding: “It is very nice to come along to a 
reunion, particularly as it is at the school, 
as the building brings back a lot of memo¬ 
ries.” 

Marjorie’s brother Roger Sheriff, aged 72, 
went to the school in the early 1950s. 

The retired warehouse manager from 
Kingswinford said: “It is nice to come back, 
I think it is a shame the building could be 
going, it has a lot of fond memories.” Eight- 
five-year-old Dennis Male from Brook 
Street, who went to the school between 
1936 and 1939, said: “I have very happy 
memories, it is very sad it could go.” 

And Janet Cochrane, 76, from Pedmore, 
who was at the school in 1946, said: “It is 
nice to have a look around the building.” 

Former prefect Irene Merrick, 69, went 
along with her old school friend Joan 
Ellson, also 69, and her husband Terry. 


Mrs Merrick said: “I loved it at school, it 
is lovely to be back in the old building and 
have a look around.” 

Her friend, who now lives in Cheslyn 
Hay, said: “It is wonderful to go back to the 
school but I don’t like the idea that the 
building could go.” 

Sisters Jenny Johnson, 43, and Karen 
Bagnall, 46, also went along to have a last 
look around the site. 

Building 

Jenny, who went to the school between 
1979 and 1983, said: “We heard the build¬ 
ing could go and wanted to have a look 
around before it did.” 

The organiser, 49-year-old AA driver 
Paul Gardner, said: “Quite a lot of people 
who attended the school around the war 
years went along. One person emailed me 
afterwards to say he had met up with nine 
friends from 50 years ago.” 

The school welcomed former pupils and 
staff for the reunion recently. 


Security light

A teenager was disturbed while attempting to break into 
a house in Kidderminster when a security light came on 
and alerted the owners. 

The youth was seen trying to open a back door of the 
property in Sutton Park Road, Kidderminster, at around

Tributes to boy who 
died of heart failure

Tributes have been paid to a Black 
Country teenager who died of heart 
failure after collapsing on the beach while 
playing football with his family. 

James Lowe, aged 15, of Brierley Hill had 
been on holiday in Devon with his parents 
Chris and Angela and his 12-year-old brother 
Thomas when he was taken ill. 

This photograph, 
released by his family, 
show James and Thomas 
near the beach on holiday 
just days before his col¬ 
lapse. 

Despite the efforts of 
the lifeguards, an off- 
duty doctor, firemen and 
anaesthetist at the 
scene, James died later 
at North Devon Hospital 
in Barnstaple. 

His father Chris, 46, 
said their extended 
family had joined them 
for an extra couple of 
days at the end of their 
traditional summer 
break to Croyde. “We had only been playing football 
on the beach for three or four minutes and he had 
seemed fine running around,” he said. “I remember 
him saying he didn’t want to play any more as he 
appeared to suddenly trip and fall face first onto the 
sand.” 

Muscles 

West Bromwich Albion fan James had been born 
with an undiagnosed genetic syndrome which 
affected the development of his bones and muscles 
and suffered heart problems which saw him make 
regular trips to Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 

But despite his mobility problems, Mr Lowe said 
James lived life to the full and was a popular pupil 
at Redhill School in Stourbridge. He had been taking 
golf lessons, enjoyed music and was due to become a 
prefect at school this term. “James always tried so 
hard in everything he did and we are so proud of him 
and the person he had become,” added Mr Lowe, of 
Stamford Road. 

Around 1,000 tributes have been left on the 
website Facebook which Chris says has been com¬ 
forting to the family during the difficult last few 
days. Dozens of condolence cards have also arrived 
at the family home. 

James died on August 28.

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Police to call time on 
drinking in the street

Police in Brierley Hill have 
launched a campaign to stop 
people drinking in the street - 
and have started banning 
them from the area. The neigh¬ 
bourhood team has launched a 
campaign. 

Notices will be issued banning 
people from several town centre 
streets if they are spotted acting 
anti-socially. The neighbourhood 
officers decided to act after spot¬ 
ting a group regularly congregat¬ 
ing and drinking in High Street, 
annoying shoppers and disrupting 
businesses. 

Police have introduced powers 
allowing officers to order drinkers to 
leave the area immediately. They will 
be banned from returning for a length 
of time which is decided by the police 
officer concerned. The length of the ban 
varies but is usually up to two days. 

Affected 

Besides the High Street, other roads 
affected by the notice are Bell Street 
South, Pearson Street, Venture Way 
and all pubs in the area. 

Pc Ross Morgan, of the Brierley Hill 
neighbourhood team, said: “If people 
have been issued with a notice they are 
required to leave the location immedi¬ 
ately and will be excluded from the 
locality for a period of time. 

“This will be decided by the issuing 
officer but it can be anything up to 48 
hours. 

“If they return to the location before 
the agreed time frame they will be 
arrested.” 

A group of around 10 people, ranging 
in age from 20 to 50, have been noticed 
regularly drinking in public in the 
area.

Car firm’s expansion 
plan to create jobs

A Stourbridge car company is set 
to expand into Sandwell creating 10 
jobs, under new plans. 

Bosses of Stourbridge Autos have 
bought the site of the former Tim- 
bertrees Nursery in Cradley Heath and 
want to open the new used car sales 
business with workshops and offices. 

The land was earmarked for housing 
before. Proposals outlining the plans have 
been lodged with Sandwell Council’s plan¬ 
ning department. 

The site was among parcels of land sold off 
by cash-strapped Sandwell Council to raise 
money. 

It has been empty for nearly four years 
after pupils moved across to the main school 
site in Valley Road. 

It covers 0.4 acres and was marketed by 
Bigwood Chartered Surveyors, with “poten¬ 
tial for residential development”. 

A planning application submitted to the 
authority states the new plan would create 
six full-time jobs and four part-time jobs. 

Redundant 

A design and access statement which 
accompanies plans from Acp Architecture 
Ltd adds: “Clearly there is a real need within 
the locality to bring this currently redundant 
site back into use to improve the overall 
street scene along Graingers Lane which has 
over more recent years deteriorated, with a 
number of premises now lying empty and 
susceptible to vandalism.” 

The buildings at the site would include two 
offices, staff and toilet facilities, two bays for 
servicing and two for car valeting. 

Councillor Ian Jones, cabinet member for 
jobs and economy at Sandwell Council, said: 
“I welcome the investment of new jobs 
coming into the area and I hope that the 
company can work with the authority to be 
able to get it started as quickly as possible. 

“I look forward to seeing what plans are 
made for the site and always welcome any 
investment coming into Sandwell.” 

The old nursery building is fondly remem¬ 
bered in the community. 

It was known as Cradley Heath Nursery 
until 1998 when it became the Timbertrees 
Nursery. The last children moved out in 
August 2007.

Promise on £6m archives centre 


Dudley Council’s leader has vowed 
that a new £6 million centre to house 
the borough’s archives will go ahead. 

But he admits there was no investi¬ 
gation into whether the existing build¬ 
ing could be extended. The new base is 
due to go up on the site of the former 
Royal Brierley Crystal factory in 
Tipton Road near the Black Country 
Living Museum. 

It would replace the present build¬ 
ing at the former Mount Pleasant 
School in Coseley where some cam¬ 


paigners think the documents should 
stay. 

Dudley North MP Ian Austin has re¬ 
vealed he recently wrote to Councillor 
Les Jones, leader of Dudley Council, 
asking what consideration the auth¬ 
ority had given to extending the exist¬ 
ing site instead of spending a total of 
£13.4 million - the cost of the £6 mill¬ 
ion building plus interest payments on 
the 60-year loan for the project. 

Mr Austin said: “The council has not 
done enough to assess the viability of 


expanding and improving the present 
site at Mount Pleasant. Decisions to 
commit large amounts of taxpayers 
money to projects such as this should 
not be taken lightly. Surely before such 
a large sum of taxpayer’s money is com¬ 
mitted, much more detailed work 
needs to be done to explore this option?” 

But Councillor Jones said: “There is 
no way that the fabric of the building 
at Coseley would be fit for purpose so 
there was no reason to carry out a fea¬ 
sibility study.” 


Family gathers to 
celebrate with Ruby 
who’s ‘100 not out’

Veteran Black Country 
market trader Ruby Allen 
reckons she’s “like the cricket 
-100 and not out” after cele¬ 
brating her own century. 

Ruby, who ran a china stall at 
Dudley Market with her late 
husband, Fred, for four decades, 
has turned 100, but still cooks for 
herself and gets out and about. 
She puts the secret of her long life 
down to “fresh air and hard work”. 

Born Ruby Florence Williams in her 
family home in Prospect Road, Dudley, 
on September 7, 1911, she lived there 
until she married Fred in 1942. 

The couple then ran their china 


stall—a family business dating back to 
1865 — until she retired at the age of 
70. She and Fred then moved to Ispley, 
near Redditch, where she still lives. 

Before leaving Dudley they lived in 
Grainger Street and then New Birm¬ 
ingham Road and they had one son, 
Martyn, who died, aged 52, in 1997. 

Grandchildren 

They have two surviving grandchil¬ 
dren, Katie and Nick, although their 
brother, Christopher, died aged only 
18 in 1991. 

Ruby celebrated her 100th birthday 
with an afternoon tea with 60 friends 
and relatives in Studley, Warwick¬ 
shire, and was thrilled to receive a 
card from the Queen, a telegram from 


Secretary of State for Work and Pen¬ 
sions, Iain Duncan-Smith, and a 
signed photo from the cast of Corona¬ 
tion Street. Corrie is her favourite tel¬ 
evision show and has watched it since 
it started out in black and white 50 
years ago. 

Ruby said: “I’ve lived a clean life and 
couldn’t ever afford to smoke and 
drink. 

“I still feel healthy and happy. It’s 
like the cricket — I’m 100 and not out.” 

Ruby asked for donations instead of 
presents to the Primrose Hospice in 
North Worcestershire and her party 
raised £500. 

She said after the event: “It’s been 
marvellous. I can’t thank all my 
friends enough, they are so kind.” 


Small danger roads to get grit 


Dangerous small roads across 
Worcestershire - previously ignored 
by gritting vans — will be included in 
this year’s rounds in a bid to make 
winter driving conditions safer. 

While previously only main roads 
were gritted, a new policy has been 
introduced meaning any steep, high 
or north-facing roads will also be 
visited. 

Roads which provide a route to 
shops and schools, medical supplies, 
emergency care services or busi¬ 
nesses will also be included. 


The decision, to be discussed at a 
meeting of the county council’s envi¬ 
ronment scrutiny committee on 
Thursday, was made after two consec¬ 
utive severe winters left many 
drivers stranded. 

Cancelled 

December last year was the coldest 
in a century, with temperatures 
plunging to 8F(13C) in parts of the 
West Midlands. 

Trains had to be cancelled due to 
frozen tracks and fuel freezing in its 


tanks, and flights suffered severe 
delays. 

And motorists across the region 
were forced to abandon their vehicles 
at the side of the road after being 
caught in snow drifts. 

A report published ahead of the 
meeting said: “We recommend that 
other roads should be prioritised for 
treatment if they meet certain crite¬ 
ria. 

There is special case for keeping 
routes to schools open and feel this 
should be a priority.”

A £40,000 scheme has been launched 
to re-thatch the roof of a Dudley country 
club using traditional techniques after 
severe weather took its toll. The roof of 
Kingswinford Country Club, in Wall 
Heath, is being painstakingly replaced 
after it was damaged last winter. It is 
the first-time the roof has been re¬ 
thatched in around 60 years. 

Bosses at the country club have 
secured the services of Shrewsbury- 
based master thatcher Paul Draycott to 
carry out the work. 

Hungarian water reed is being used 
to re-thatch the roof - with the work 
expected to take around seven weeks to 
complete. 

Club officials say the five-figure cost 
is a “significant investment” but hope 
the distinctive building will continue to 
be a point of interest in the town. 

General manager Susan Williams 
said: “Originally we intended to move 
away from having a thatched roof and 
have it totally re-tiled instead. 

“We changed our minds after Dudley 
Council told us the roof was of historic 
interest and important as an example of 
this technique.”

Second phase on HQ 
is now taking shape 

dudleychrons@expressandstar.co.uk 
Wyre Forest District Council’s 
new £10 million headquarters is 
starting to take shape as the 
project enters its second phase. 

Building work started on the site at 
Finepoint Business Park, in Stourport 
Road, Kidderminster, in June and is 
expected to take around a year to com¬ 
plete. 

Workers from Thomas Vale Construction 
have now started a key stage of the develop¬ 
ment, putting up the metal frame. Work on 
the frame started just over a week ago and 
is expected to take another two weeks to 
complete. 

Experts from the construction firm said 
around 300 tons of steel would be used to 
create the frame. 

Pre-cast concrete planks are also being 
installed on the first floor and the ground 
floor is being prepared ready for concrete to 
be laid down. 

This will be the next part of the project 
once the steel frame is complete. 

Opened 

Wyre Forest District Council expect to 
have the new building opened by next 
summer . 

Around 200 council staff will be moved to 
the new headquarters from other council- 
owned or operated offices around the dis¬ 
trict. 

Older buildings owned by the authority 
are expected to be sold off to raise the cash 
for the new development. 

The lease will not be renewed on offices 
currently rented by the authority. 

Plans to create the new council base have 
proved controversial, with some councillors 
concerned the cash could have been spent in 
other areas. 

But the authority says having services 
under one roof will help to save cash. 

The building will include offices for staff, 
along with a new council chamber, public 
meeting rooms and a civic room. 

Council leader Councillor John Campion 
said: “The building is starting to take shape 
now. Work has started on the metal frame so 
everything is progressing well. 

“This is an important stage in the con¬ 
struction project and everything is on 
schedule at the moment.”

Wake up call needed 
on struggling economy 


G overnment 
needs a wake-up 
call on the strug¬ 
gling economy. 

Another week and another 
grim set of economic figures. 

Unemployment rose by 
80,000 to more than 2.5 
million in the last three 
months and in Dudley the 
number of people claiming 
Job Seekers Allowance is up 
10 per cent on last year. 

Perhaps most worryingly, 
the number of people unem¬ 
ployed for more than 12 
months is at its highest level 
since 1997. Meanwhile, 

Cameron and Osborne offer up paper-thin excuses. 

Of the world’s biggest economies only earthquake-hit 
Japan has grown more slowly than the UK over the last 
year and in the next six months only Italy is forecast to 
grow more slowly than us. 

The Government must start producing some answers. 
George Osborne can’t keep putting his fingers in his ears 
and repeating the meaningless mantra that “we’re all in 
this together”. What we need to see is a renewed focus on 
helping people who have lost their jobs and are struggling 
to pay the bills. 

I’m deeply worried that these figures show the Tory-led 
Government’s economic plan just isn’t working. George 
Osborne should send his treasury civil servants away and 
tell them to come back only when they’ve drawn up a cred¬ 
ible plan to tackle unemployment and get the economy 
moving again. 

We know the Government is considering getting rid of 
the 50p tax rate. But you have to wonder about their pri¬ 
orities. I can’t understand why a tax cut for the rich should 
take priority over easing the pressure on families and pen¬ 
sioners who are struggling to cover the cost of petrol, 
heating and food. 

Surely it makes more sense to cut the rate of VAT to 17.5 
per cent. That way you put money in the pockets of the 
people who are being hit hardest. 

I accept tough decisions must be made to get the deficit 
down but if the economy is not moving and unemployment 
is rising then there are fewer people paying tax, more 
people on benefits and that means billions more pounds in 
spending - making the deficit higher, not lower. 

New figures reveal impact of coach subsidy cuts 

In response to government cutbacks to a scheme which 
gives pensioners and the disabled half price coach fares, I 
tabled Parliamentary Questions to get the Government to 


reveal the true impact of the cuts. Last 
week I received a response from the 
Department of Transport which showed 
an incredible 77,000 people in Dudley will 
now face higher fares. 

The Government announced the end of 
this programme without indicating how 
many people would be affected. Now 
they’ve had to come clean. 

This decison could seriously affect the 
ability of pensioners and the disabled to 
get out and about and visit friends and 
family. One woman called my office last 
week to say she makes several visits a year 
to her granddaughter down in Sussex and 
will now either have to make fewer trips or 
face paying hundreds of pounds more per 
year. 

Before the election David Cameron 
pledged to protect subsidised travel for the over-60s and 
people will want to know why he’s broken that promise. 

Former Lib Dem Kingswinford Councillors join Labour 

I was delighted to welcome former Lib Dem councillors 
Dave Tyler and Lynn Boleyn to the Labour Party on Sat¬ 
urday. 

They quit the Lib Dems in protest at the party’s broken 
promises on police cuts, tuition fees and public services. As 
an ex-policeman, Dave knows how important bobbies on 
the beat are to public safety. 

Dave and Lynn have been fantastic councillors serving 
Kingswinford and their decision shows that support for 
Labour is growing all the time and that people are coming 
back to Labour. 

Ellowes Hall’s new sports hall 

I went down to the opening of Ellowes Hall’s superb new 
sports hall on Friday. The facilities are first rate and will 
allow the school to build on its excellent sporting reputa¬ 
tion. 

The opening comes not long after the school celebrated 
record breaking GCSE results. Results have trebled — yes, 
trebled - since Andy Griffiths took the helm just a few 
years ago! 

It’s now the best performing state school in the whole of 
the Black Country. He, his whole team and the pupils are 
doing a fantastic job and can be very proud of the school’s 
achievements. 

As winter draws in the new sports hall will allow their 
all-conquering year 9 football team somewhere to train 
away from the elements. 

The boys have now gone more than two years without 
losing a game and last season did the league and cup 
double.

Honda has had a presence in the UKfor some time and the 
Civic is synonymous with the West Country plant. 

Generation 

During the car’s four-year development cycle, Honda engi¬ 
neers concentrated on improving the car’s ride and handling, 
boosting interior cabin quality and overall ambience and, 
crucially, focusing on lowering fuel consumption and emis¬ 
sions - the 2.2-litre diesel is now rated at 1 lOg/km C02 for 
example. 

Petrol fans are well served with 1.4 and 1.8-litre units, while 
all engines gain a stop-start feature to further help the car’s 
economy drive. 

Aside from the Civic, another hotly anticipated new model 
is Porsche’s latest generation 911. 

It would be easy to say that it’s the same again from the 
German firm. Certainly, it looks very familiar. 

However, over the years Porsche has worked hard to 
deliver a consistent and familiar look while constantly evolv¬ 
ing the car’s mechanicals. 

And that approach is true for today as it was when the car 
was first launched. 

Sister 

With the ability to achieve the impossible - lower con¬ 
sumption and emissions yet more power - Porsche’s new 
911 is without doubt a considerable step forward for driving 
enthusiasts. 

Slightly increased dimensions, a seven-speed manual 
gearbox to match the car’s seven-speed PDK auto, a 
Panamera-inspired cabin and the promise of harder core, 
faster models in the years to come are the main highlights of 
the model. Staying on a performance theme, the appearance 
of Toyota’s long-awaited new affordable sports car, the FT86, 
should silence all those impatient critics. 

It’s fair to say it’s been a long time coming but, like the LFA 
from sister company Lexus, it should be worth the wait. 

And in partnership with Toyota, Subaru will also be releas¬ 
ing a car from the same platform complete with its trademark 
Boxer engine and, unusually, rear not all-wheel drive. 

If you think waiting just a few years for a sporty new Toyota 
is frustrating, you’re going to need the patience of a saint if 
you plan on hanging around for the next generation Land 
Rover Defender.
